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Environmental Geochemistry bridges a gap that exists 
between general geochemistry and the science of the total 
environment. Environmental Geochemistry does this in 
three ways. First, it provides a description ofa philosophy that 
is common to all chemical investigations carried out in the 
environment. Second, it presents interlocking principles and 
concepts for the study of the geochemistry of the environ- 
ment. Third, it describes ways in which the discipline as a 
totality may be applied by geochemists and other scientists 
who study the migration of chemical elementsand substances 
within the environment. 

Environmental Geochemistry will be useful to advanced 
students and researchers in the environmentally related fields 
of pollution studies, land use, and environmental health. 
Also workers in ecology, geography, soil science, forestry, 
es and epidemiology will find this book indispen- 
sable. 
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
